Geneva is dally proving: unsuitable as

the home of the League of Nations, one

of the .secretariat officials told The New
Tork Herald correspondent here to-day.

"It is only a question of time until
wc will be compelled to dispose of our

holdings there and seek more convenientquarters In Brussels, The Hague or

ever in Vienna," he said.
Doubt was expressed regarding the

suitability of Geneva as the headquartersof the league during the assembly
meeting last November when the hotels
and private boarding houses of the
Kwlss resort could not furnish enough
rooms to meet the needs of the various
commissions attendant on the meeting.
At the same time officials of tho league
realize how busy Geneva is with travellersduring the tourist season.
When representatives of some of the

smaller nations approached Geneva hotel
managers last week to reserve apart

next September the hotel managers
frankly told them they could not promise
anything, as September and October
were the most profitable months for the
Geneva hotels. Moreover, they were informedthat league visitors In Geneva
would have to take their chances with
other guests on whatever accommoda-
tions were available.

This brought a protest front the secretariatand the hotel managers were

asked to put their refusal In writing, the
purpose being to use these letters as evidencethat Geneva no longer sought to
entertain the league. As a temporary
measure, however, the hotels there finally
agreed to keep "a lew rooms on the upperfloors" ready for league workers, but
it Is regarded as certain that these will
not bo sufficient, as the council Is busy
creating new commissions at the rate of
three or four a day, each of which will
require stenographers, clerks and messengers.

Tile league council was said to be consideringthe transfer of the headquarters
organization to The Hague as soon as

the intentions of the new Washington
administration are known. Meanwhile
officials of the leaguo refuse to comment
officially on the situation In Geneva.

of Schonbrunn, summer residence of the

llapsburgs. A foreign syndlcato Is said
to have made an offer for It with the
Intention of turning It Into a gambling
place. The Vienna Tapebtatt says, however,that Schonbrunn Is to be taken
over by the State, which proposes to use

the park In place of the Botanical Gardensnear the Belvedere Palace.
Schonbrunn. which derives Its name

from a spring on the place.der ncluxne
Brunnen.was originally a royal huntingpreserve. Emperor Maximilian II.
built a small hunting lodge on It In 1570.
This was destroyed by the Hungarians
in 1S05. Fourteen years later Emperor
Matthias built a larger structure there,
which was destroyed by tho Turks In
1683.
There was no attempt at rebuilding

until 1696, when Leopold I. began the
building of a palace, which was finished
In 1700. It was not much used, how-
ever, until it became tiie favorite residenceof Maria Theresa, who in 1744
had it enlarged. Later her son, Josepn
1I. also improved the place. The palace
has about 1,500 rooms, pt which 139 arc

kitchens. The gardens cover 700 acres.

Justice Russell as "a financial pickpocketof the worst kind." Ilooley was

the defendant In an action brought by
George Smith Marples. a Sheffield mer-

chant, to regain a large sum of money
which. It was charged, Ilooley obtained
by fraudulent representations in con-

nection with the shares of the Jubilee
t;otlon .miiih. lor wnicn .nr. iunrpicn
paid thirty shillings each. The understandingwas that the company wan

about to pay a 33 1-3 per cent, return on

the Investment. This was characterised
as an absolutely gross fraud, and
I Tooley was ordered to pay Xil2,.j00, while
the Judge Impounded the documents In
the case In order that the authorities
may have an opportunity to consider
the possibility of properly punishing
Hooley.

n result of these proceedings, but you
have rendered a great service to the
publle In dragging Into the llgh{ of day
the dishonest doings of Hooley'and his
associates."
